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Nowhere  do  farmers 

Serve  So  Well 


Agriculture— the  business  of  farming— touches  each  of  us  every  day. 
The  food  we  eat,  the  clothes  we  wear,  the  homes  in  which  we  live— all 
have  had  their  origins  in  the  soil.  tt  •  j 

A  major  difference  in  agriculture  in  Pennsylvania  and  the  United 
States  and  the  rest  of  the  world  is  that  our  modern  farmers  have  learned 
to  multiply  their  strength  and  knowledge  by  quick  adaptation  of  niod- 
ern  technology.  In  no  other  nation  of  the  world  do  so  few  farmers  feed 
and  clothe  and  help  house  so  many  people  so  well. 

Pennsylvania's  11  million  population  includes  about  150,000  farmers 
who  operate  about  100,000  farms.  However,  these  farmers  have  in- 
creased their  productivity  until  the  Commonwealth  ranks  fourth  in 
the  United  States  in  milk  production,  first  in  the  production  of  mush- 
rooms and  high  in  the  production  of  many  other  foods. 

Assisting  these  modern  farmers  is  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Agriculture.  The  Department  consists  of  four  Bureaus,  three  Commis- 
sions and  the  Pennsylvania  Crop  Reporting  Service,  a  federal-state  co- 
operative agency.  The  four  Bureaus  are  Animal  Industry,  Plant  Indus- 
try, Foods  and  Chemistry,  and  Markets.  The  Commissions  are  the 
State  Farm  Show  Commission,  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission 
and  the  State  Harness  Racing  Commission. 

The  Department  as  it  exists  today  was  an  outgrowth  of  several  boards 
and  commissions  of  agriculture  and  dairying.  The  Department  was  es- 
tablished by  the  General  Assembly  in  1895  and  designated  as  the  of- 
ficial state  agency  to  deal  with  the  administrative,  regulatory  and  in- 
vestigational problems  affecting  agriculture  and  its  allied  food  interests. 
It  is  primarily  a  service  agency  and  is  charged  with  the  enforcement  of 
more  than  60  state  laws.  .        ■  u  t^k 

The  Department's  organization  provides  for  cooperation  with  1  he 
Pennsylvania  State  University  College  of  Agriculture,  the  Agricultural 
Extension  Service  of  the  University,  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  the  State  Farm  Show  Committee  and  various  agricultural 
and  livestock  organizations  and  advisory  committees. 

In  addition,  the  State  Soil  Conservation  Commission  is  directly  re- 
sponsible for  providing  administrative  services  to  the  51  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Districts  in  Pennsylvania.  These  districts  are  local,  self-governing 
units  of  state  government. 
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More  than  50  public  livesiock  auctions  are  now  in  operation  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. Maintenance  of  sanitary  standards  at  these  auctions  is  one  of 
the  duties  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 


Animal  Industry 

Much  of  Pennsylvania's  agricultural  wealth  is  derived  from  what  is 
termed  "animal  agriculture."  This  means  that  most  Pennsylvania  farm- 
ers are  in  the  business  of  converting  grass  and  hay  and  grains  into 
milk  and  meat  and  eggs  by  maintaining  livestock  and  poultry  farms. 

Since  there  is  a  huge  population  of  livestock  and  poultry  on  the 
100,000  farms  in  Pennsylvania — chickens  are  numbered  in  the  millions 
and  nearly  a  million  cows  are  milked  each  day — the  spector  of  a  disease 
epidemic  haunts  the  livestock  and  poultry  farmer  daily.  Such  an  epi- 
demic would  be-  economic  catastrophy  for  the  farmer  and  would  have 
serious  repercussions  throughout  Pennsylvania  as  normal  milk  and  food 
supplies  were  lost. 

The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  through  education  of  livestock  and 
poultry  farmers,  knowledge  of  disease  control  problems  and  organized 
control  programs  keeps  the  herds  and  flocks  of  Pennsylvania  healthy 
and  productive.  The  newest  knowledge  and  latest  techniques  are  used 
to  combat  such  cosily  diseases  as  tuberculosis,  brucellosis,  rabies,  Pul- 
lorum,  para-tuberculosis  and  vesicular  exanthema. 

The  Department  also  maintains  diagnostic  laboratories  to  aid  in  dis- 
ease control  through  detection,  diagnosis,  and  reporting  of  diseases. 

Directly  contributing  to  the  consuming  public  is  the  meat  hygiene  di- 
vision of  BAI.  This  division  inspects  packing  houses  and  meat  markets 
to  assure  consumers  that  meat  has  been  properly  handled.  Cattle  deal- 
ers, auction  markets  and  rendering  plants  are  also  licensed  by  the 
Bureau. 

Other  functions  of  the  Bureau  are  to  regulate  domestic  mink  farms 
and  to  supervise  the  hcensing  of  dogs. 


Numerous  additives  lo  increase  ef- 
ficiency or  lo  combat  diseases  are 
included  in  animal  feeds.  This  test 
determines  Ihe  quantity  of  diethyl- 
stihestrol  in  steer  feed. 


Foods  &  Chemistry 

When  you  buy  food  at  your  local  grocery  store,  you  want  lo  be  sure 
not  only  that  it  tastes  good,  but  that  it  is  also  wholesome  and  has  been 
prepared  under  sanitary  conditions.  The  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Chemis- 
try is  on  the  job  to  see  that  these  two  conditions  are  fulfilled. 

At  the  same  time,  farmers  buying  animal  feeds  and  fertilizers  rely  on 
a  tag  for  a  guarantee  that  they  are  receiving  full  value  for  their  money. 
This  guarantee  is  also  checked  by  the  Bureau  and  the  results  of  the 
analyses  are  published. 

Among  the  state  laws  which  are  enforced  by  the  Bureau  in  addition  to 
the  General  Food  Law,  are  specific  laws  related  to  ice  cream,  bakery 
products,  sausage,  oleomargarine,  soft  drinks,  animal  feed,  fertilizer, 
pesticides  and  lime.  Many  of  these  laws  require  registration  and  licens- 
ing. 

The  Division  of  Milk  Sanitation  annually  issues  more  than  3,000 
permits  to  dairies  in  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  states  which  sell  milk 
in  Pennsylvania.  These  plants  are  inspected  regularly  by  the  Bureau. 
Employees  of  dairies  are  certified  to  inspect  dairy  farms  to  see  that 
cows  and  milk  are  being  handled  in  a  manner  to  insure  rigid  standards 
of  quality. 

Samples  of  food,  animal  feed,  fertilizer  and  agricultural  limestone  are 
collected  by  agents  of  the  Bureau  throughout  the  state  for  laboratory 
inspection  in  the  Bureau's  facilities  in  Harrisburg.  Any  person  or  firm 
found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  law  is  subject  to  prosecution.  Happily, 
serious  violations  are  rare  and  often  are  accidental  rather  than  an  out- 
right attempt  to  defraud. 
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Markets 


Production  of  food  is  not  the  single  aim  of  the  farmer  today.  He  re- 
ahzes  that  his  food  must  reach  the  consumer  rapidly  and  at  the  peak  of 
quality  before  he  can  consider  his  job  completed. 

Many  factors  are  involved  in  this  huge  task  which  is  termed  "mar- 
keting." The  agency  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture 
specifically  assigned  to  aid  farmers  in  this  field  is  the  Bureau  of  Markets. 

To  insure  quality,  much  of  the  work  of  the  Bureau  involves  inspection 
and  grading.  Fresh  fruits,  fresh  vegetables,  eggs,  and  fruits  and  vege- 
tables for  processing  are  inspected  and  graded  under  official  standards 
by  skilled  employees  of  the  Bureau. 

"  In  the  poultry  and  egg  field,  the  Bureau  of  Markets  starts  to  promote 
a  high  quality  product  before  it  ever  appears  by  encouraging  breeding 
and  use  of  chickens  and  turkeys  with  superior  qualities.  Operation  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Bandom  Sample  Egg  Laying  Test  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Turkey  Meat  Production  Test  is  under  supervision  of  the  Bureau 
of  Markets.  Both  tests  are  designed  to  give  the  farmer  basic  informa- 
tion on  the  abilities  of  various  strains  of  birds. 

The  food  business  is  one  of  the  most  competitive  in  the  nation.  Pro- 
motion of  Pennsylvania's  farm  products  is  also  a  task  of  the  Bureau  of 
Markets.  Specialists  use  all  the  media  of  modern  mass  communications 
to  tell  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  about  the  quality  of  the  products 
grown  in  the  Keystone  State.  Marketing  specialists  also  have  tested 
consumer  reactions  of  various  foods  and  have  offered  suggestions  to  in- 
dustry groups  on  how  to  increase  demand  for  their  products. 

Market  facilities  specialists  have  started  surveys  in  the  major  food 
markets  of  Pennsylvania  to  determine  how  well  the  system  is  operating 
and  will  give  local  authorities  specific  recommendations  for  improve- 
ments. 


Successful  promotion  of  eggs  de- 
pends on  the  marketing  of  a  uni- 
form product  graded  according  to 
official  standards.  This  poultry- 
man  is  sorting  his  eggs  by  size  and 
weight,  a  preliminary  step  in  the 
successful  marketing  of  eggs. 


Nurseries  are  inspected  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  to  insure  buyers 
of  ornamental  plants  that  their  stock  will  be  free  of  plant  pests. 


Plant  Industry 

Far  outnumbering  man  on  this  planet  of  ours  are  the  insects.  Some 
are  harmful ;  many  are  beneficial. 

The  intrusion  of  man,  with  his  intensive  cropping  systems,  sometimes 
unbalances  the  ratio  of  beneficial  and  destructive  insects.  Therefore,  it 
has  become  necessary  for  the  modern  farmer  to  seek  information  and  as- 
sistance to  keep  insects  under  control. 

The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  has  evolved  from  the  old  post  of  State 
Entomologist.  Today  this  agency  is  concerned  with  destructive  insect 
control,  the  protection  of  beneficial  insects  such  as  the  honey  bee,  and 
the  exclusion  of  potentially  harmful  new  varieties  of  plant  pests. 

But  not  only  insects  are  plant  pests,  but  also  a  great  variety  of  micro- 
organisms. Two  of  the  most  important  continuing  jobs  of  the  Bureau 
are  to  supervise  control  measures  to  stop  the  spread  of  black  stem  rust, 
a  micro-organism  which  attacks  cereal  grains,  and  eradicate  oak  wilt,  a 
fungus  disease  of  oak  trees. 

Buyers  of  nursery  stock  are  protected  by  the  inspection  service  of  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  All  nurseries  must  be  licensed  and  inspected 
for  the  presence  of  plant"  pests  which  might  later  retard  the  growth  of 
ornamental  plants. 

Farmers  also  require  guarantees  that  the  seeds  they  buy  are  pure  and 
viable.  This  service,  as  well  as  supervision  of  growth  of  certified  seeds 
and  seed  testing,  is  a  function  of  the  Bureau. 
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Farm  Show 


Pennsylvania  has  an  economy  and  a  productivity  that  are  truly 
fabulous.  Once  a  year  the  full  flower  of  Pennsylvania's  richness  is  held 
up  to  the  mirror  that  is  the  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show. 

The  Farm  Show  Commission,  headed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
and  composed  of  outstanding  agriculturalists  and  educators,  annually 
ventures  into  the  realm  of  "show  business"  to  bring  to  Pennsylvania  the 
abundance  and  accomplishments  of  the  Keystone  State's  business  and 
industry  with  the  emphasis,  of  course,  on  agriculture.  With  no  carnival 
or  midway  to  detract,  the  Farm  Show  demonstrates  the  benefits  to  be 
accrued  from  the  adoption  of  new  ideas  in  agriculture  and  the  stature  of 
Pennsylvania  as  a  farming  state. 

The  Farm  Show  is  a  great  educational  opportunity.  Woven  into  the 
fabric  of  the  show  are  the  finest  in  farm  production,  livestock  raising, 
industry  and  culture.  It  is  a  colorful  panorama  that  makes  for  exciting 
learning.  .  . 

In  recent  years,  the  Farm  Show  Commission  has  assumed  supervision 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Livestock  Exposition,  an  open  beef  cattle,  swine 
and  sheep  show.  Whereas  the  Farm  Show  is  open  to  only  Pennsylvania 
exhibitors,  the  Pennsylvania  Livestock  Exposition  accepts  entries  from 
any  state  or  province  of  Canada. 

The  sheep  department  of  the  Exposition  has  been  acclaimed  as  the 
best  indoor  sheep  show  in  the  nation.  Entries  in  the  swine  department 
have  always  been  filled  to  capacity  and  the  beef  cattle  show  ranks  with 
the  best. 

Pennsylvania's  junior  dairymen  are  given  an  opportunity  each 
autumn  to  display  the  best  of  "their  calves,  heifers  and  cows  at  the  all 
blue  ribbon  State  Junior  Dairy  Show  held  in  the  Farm  Show  Building. 


A  high  point  of  the  annual  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show  is  the  selection  of 
the  champion  U-H  Club  steer.  At  the  1961  show,  the  champion  was  an 
entry  of  16-year-old  Maria  Frey  of  Quarryville,  Lancaster  County.

Four  farmers  and  a  County  Com- 
missioner make  up  Ihe  board  of 
directors  of  a  county  Soil  Conserva- 
tion District.  This  local  direction 
and  control  allows  Districts  to  devel- 
op programs  of  greatest  benefit  to 
suit  local  conditions. 


Soil  Conservation 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  by  virtue  of  his  ofTice,  also  heads  the 
State  Soil  Conservation  Commission. 

The  Commission's  work  is  largely  educational,  explaining  the  purpose 
and  operation  of  Soil  Conservation  Districts  by  use  of  literature, 
articles,  slide  talks  and  other  media.  It  encourages  the  formation  of  new 
districts  and  helps  County  Commissioners  organize  them  once  created 
by  resolution.  Clerical  aid,  funds  and  other  assistance  are  furnished 
Pennsylvania's  51  Soil  Conservation  Districts  now  organized. 

Special  activities  of  the  Commission  include  the  administration  of  the 
State  appropriation  for  the  cooperative  federal-state  soil  survey  pro- 
gram and  support  of  research  with  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  to  meas- 
ure the  effects  of  conservation  on  stream  flow  and  siltation.  The  Com- 
mission acts  as  the  Governor's  representative  in  approving  small  water- 
shed flood  prevention  programs  under  U.  S.  Public  Law  566. 

Steady  progress  in  all  areas  of  the  Pennsylvania  conservation  pro- 
gram has  been  noted  by  the  Commission.  Pennsylvania  has  a  long 
history  marked  by  good  farming  practices.  Farmers  in  the  Common- 
wealth were  among  the  first  to  recognize  the  need  for  fertilizers,  water 
control  and  other  similar  practices  designed  to  stop  erosion  and  maintain 
the  productivity  of  Pennsylvania's  soils. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Commission  to  assist  local  private  watershed 
organizations  wherever  possible.  Applications  for  assistance  under  the 
Watershed  Protection  and  Flood  Prevention  Act  (U.  S.  Public  Law  566) 
are  checked  by  Commission  staff  members. 
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Harness  horses  are  nol  new  to  Penn- 
sylvania. For  many  years,  the  stale 
lias  been  noted  for  the  quality  of 
horses  produced  on  its  farms.  These 
colts,  relaxing  with  their  dams,  show 
the  conformation  and  vigor  required 
of  the  harness  horse. 


Harness  Racing 
Commission 

The  State  Harness  Racing  Commission  was  established  December  22, 
1959,  when  Governor  David  Lawrence  signed  Act  728  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

This  act  provides  for  and  regulates  harness  racing  with  pari-mutuel 
betting  and  created  the  Commission  as  a  department  administrative 
commission  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Commissioners,  who 
are  non-salaried,  serve  for  three  years  upon  appointment  by  the  Gover- 
nor and  after  Senate  confirmation. 

First  Commissioners  appointed  and  confirmed  were  Lawrence  B. 
Sheppard,  Hanover;  Edward  J.  Kane,  Philadelphia;  and  Martin  J.  Cus- 
ick,  Sharpsville.  Mr.  Sheppard  was  appointed  chairman. 

Four  harness  racing  plants  with  pari-mutuel  betting  are  authorized 
under  the  act.  The  Commission  may  license  four  corporations  following 
approval,  by  local  referenda,  of  establishment  of  such  plants  in  specific 
counties. 

Harness  race  horses  trot  or  pace  pulling  light,  two-wheeled  carts  called 
sulkies. 
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During  qrowing  seasons,  staff  members  of  Ihe  Pennsylvania  Crop  Re- 
porting Sennce  tour  the  state  to  investigate  locat  crop  conditions.  This 
is  just  one  of  the  checks  used  by  the  Service  to  insure  that  information  is 
timely  and  accurate. 


Crop  Reporting 

Service 

Every  businessman  needs  basic  information  about  business  conditions 
to  determine  his  course  of  action.  Since  farming  is  a  business,  the 
farmer  needs  to  know  essential  statistics  and  facts  relating  to  the  princi- 
pal crops,  livestock  and  livestock  products  of  the  State.  The  task  of 
collecting,  evaluating  and  disseminating  these  facts  fall  on  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Crop  Reporting  Service. 

Weekly,  monthly  and  seasonal  reports  are  received  from  thousands  ot 
volunteer  reporters  including  farmers,  businessmen,  terminal  markets, 
auction  markets,  mills  and  elevators  and  processors  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  f  •     tt  c 

In  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  ot  the  U. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Service  publishes  an  annual  Crop  and 
Livestock  report  which  gives  detailed  information  by  counties  for  the 
acreage,  yield,  production  and  value  of  the  principal  crops,  livestock 
numbers  and  production  of  livestock  products  and  their  values. 

Special  studies  are  made  by  the  Service  frequently  giving  full  informa- 
tion on  specific  crops.  These  include  Christmas  tree  production,  pota- 
toes, fruit  crops,  and  egg  marketing  and  production. 

Each  month  the  Service  releases  Pennsylvania  and  United  States 
reports  on  prospective  acreage,  yields  and  production;  dairy  reports  per- 
taining to  milk  cow  numbers  and  milk  production;  poultry  and  egg  pro- 
duction; fruit  production;  potato  production;  tobacco  production;  live- 
stock slaughter;  hatchery  production  and  prices  received  and  paid  by 
farmers. 

Weekly,  during  the  crop  season  in  Pennsylvania,  a  summary  ot  crop 
and  weather  conditions  is  issued.  Weekly  broiler  chicken  and  turkey 
poult  placements  and  price  reports  are  offered. 
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Modern  Farming 


Farming  and  farm  life  used  to  be  slow-paced,  in  relative  isolation,  and 
filled  with  back-breaking  toil.  It  is  this  slow-paced  life  in  which  family 
gatherings  for  celebrations  and  holidays  were  highlights  which  has  been 
stereotyped  in  books,  stories,  plays  and  motion  pictures. 

These  stories  many  times  are  very  interesting,  but,  unfortunately, 
they  simply  are  not  true  any  more. 

Farm  life  is  still  governed  by  the  seasons  and  the  weather,  but  with 
one  farmer  operating  more  land  and  caring  for  greater  numbers  of  live- 
stock than  ever  before,  the  pace  of  life  is  fast. 

Farms  still  are  20  miles  from  town,  but  through  good  rural  roads  and 
the  automobile,  the  farmer  can  be  in  town  faster  than  a  commuter  can 
get  from  his  suburban  home  to  his  office  in  downtown  Philadelphia  or 
Pittsburgh.  Modern  communications  have  reached  the  farm,  too.  Tele- 
vision, newspapers,  telephone  and  radio  have  put  the  farmer  into  the 
mainstream  of  everyday  happenings  as  much  as  any  other  citizen. 

A  technological  revolution  has  swept  the  farm  during  the  past  30 
years.  In  its  wake,  it  left  horse-drawn  machines  gathering  dust,  pitch- 
forks and  shovels  rusting  away,  and  a  host  of  gleaming  gasoline  and  elec- 
trically powered  machines.  There  is  hardly  a  farm  job  today  that 
cannot  be  done  by  a  machine. 

Electricity  probably  brought  the  greatest  change  to  the  farm.  Elec- 
tricity means  water  pumps,  washers,  milking  machines,  refrigeration, 
and  other  labor  saving  devices  which  could  not  be  used  until  rural 
electrification  became  a  fact  and  not  a  dream. 

Modern  farmers  are  more  than  simple  tillers  of  the  soil.  They  have 
organized  cooperatives  to  buy  feeds,  machines  and  other  production 
needs,  and  other  cooperatives  to  sell  their  products. 

A  variety  of  specialists  are  also  at  the  beck  and  call  of  the  farmer — 
to  aid  with  sanitation  and  animal  disease  control,  to  test  soils,  feeds  and 
fertilizers,  to  help  plan  conservation  practices  on  the  land,  to  aid  in 
home  management,  to  help  with  farm  accounts  and  to-  keep  him  in- 
formed on  the  latest  development  in  his  quick-changing  business  of 
agriculture. 

Modern  machines,  such  as  Ihis  self-unloading  wagon,  have  laken  the 
toil  out  of  farming  and  allow  one  farmer  to  handle  more  land  and  live- 
stock than  in  any  other  country  in  the  world.

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Pennsylvania  History, 
Topography,  Climate 

Pennsylvania,  one  of  the  thirteen  original  states,  was  settled  by  William  Penn  at 
Upland  (now  called  Chester)  in  1682.  The  grant  of  the  territory  west  of  the  Delaware 
River  was  made  to  Penn  by  the  King  of  England  in  settlement  of  a  debj;  of  $80,000  due 
the  estate  of  Penn's  father  for  services  rendered  as  an  Admiral  in  the  English  Navy. 
The  English  secured  this  territory  from  the  Dutch  in  1664. 

The  State  originally  consisted  of  three  counties:  Philadelphia,  Chester  and  Bucks. 
The  number  was  increased  by  dividing  these  counties  from  time  to  time  until  the  number 
reached  67.  The  last  county  was  Lackawanna  in  1878. 

The  State  is  rectangular  in  shape  and  about  302  miles  long  by  176  wide.  It  contains 
45,215  square  miles,  or  28.828,000  acres  of  land  area,  and  is  thirty-second  in  size  among 
the  states.  It  is  not  quite  as  large  as  New  York  but  a  little  larger  than  Virginia,  and 
is  more  than  twice  as  large  as  New  Jersey,  Delaware  and  Maryland  put  together. 


TOPOGRAPHY 

Pennsylvania,  as  is  the  case  in  most  Atlantic  States,  has  comparatively  level  lands  in 
the  east  and  is  more  mountainous  in  the  central  and  western  sections.  The  elevation  of 
the  land  varies  from  less  than  one  hundred  feet  above  sea  level  in  the  southeastern  part 
of  the  State  to  approximately  three  thousand  feed  at  the  summit  of  some  of  the  ridges  in 
the  Allegheny  Mountains. 

The  Piedmont  province,  one  of  three  topographic  provinces  crossing  the  State,  takes  in 
all  the  land  southeast  of  South  Mountain.  The  second  is  the  Ridge  and  Valley  province 
in  the  central  section  of  the  State.  It  is  largely  mountainous  on  the  west.  The  topogra- 
phy consists  of  many  long  ridges  of  1,000  and  1,500  feet  high,  separating  many  beautiful 
and  fertile  valleys.  The  largest  valleys  are  the  Nittany  and  the  Kishacoquillas.  The 
Allegheny  Mountain  and  Plateau  province  lies  to  the  west  and  north  of  the  Ridge  and 
Valley  province  and  covers  about"  two-thirds  of  the  entire  area  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
streams  and  the  valleys  of  this  western  section  wind  in  all  directions,  and  the  surface  is  a 
maze  of  hills  and  valleys,  quite  high  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  province  but  becoming 
gently  rolling  in  the  west. 


CLIMATE 

Pennsylvania  is  in  that  part  of  the  United  States  having  comparatively  heavy  rain- 
fall. It  is  heaviest  over  most  of  the  State  during  the  spring  and  summer  months,  just 
when  it  will  do  most  good  for  the  growing  crops.  The  State  is  in  the  zone  of  prevailmg 
westerly  winds.  Throughout  most  of  the  State  the  wind  blows  chiefly  from  the  north- 
west in'  winter  and  from  the  southwest  during  the  summer,  except  when  disturbed  by 
storrris.  Annual  precipitation  averages  42  inches. 


AGRICULTURAL  OPPORTUNITIES 

Agriculture  is  one  of  Pennsvlvania's  major  industries.  With  manufacturing,  mining 
and  other  industrial  enterprises  present  in  all  sections  of  the  State,  unexcelled  markets 
for  farm  products  result  and  the  close  relationship  of  agriculture  to  industrial  effort 
proves  mutually  beneficial. 

Pennsylvania  farmers  are  particularly  fortunate  in  having  these  many  local  markets 
well  distributed  over  the  State.  The  products  of  the  farms  are  estimated  to  be  within  an 
average  distance  of  75  miles  of  the  markets  in  which  they  are  consumed.  About  one-third 
of  the  Nation's  population  is  within  overnight  trucking  distance  from  the  farms  of 
Pennsylvania. 
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Answering  Some 
Questions  on 
Pennsylvania  Farming 

Farmers  in  Pennsylvania  raise  crops,  livestock,  and  poultry.  Abouf  one-fourth  of  their 
income  is  from  crops,  such  as  corn,  wheat,  potatoes,  apples,  etc. 

The  largest  farms  in  Pennsvlvania  are:  "The  Buck  and  Doe  Run  Valley  Farms," 
Coatesville,  RD  4,  with  about 'll, 000  acres  in  pasture,  for  feeding  cattle  brought  from 
Texas;  and  the  12,000-acre  "Milton  Hershey  Farms."  Hershey,  Pennsylvania.  Dauphm 
County,  where  a  number  of  farms  are  operated  under  one  management. 

The  farmer  improves  his  soil  by  using  lime,  manure,  commercial  fertilizers,  and 
through  soil  conservation  practices,'  designed  to  prevent  the  soil  from  washing  away 
during  heavy  rains. 

Few  farmers  are  able  to  test  their  own  soil.  In  each  county,  the  county  agricultural 
extension  agent  will  test  the  soil  to  see  whether  or  not  it  needs  calcium,  and  will  make 
this  test  without  charge.  If  a  farmer  wants  to  know  how  much  nitrogen,  potash,  and 
phosphorous  are  in  his  soil,  he  submits  a  sample  of  soil  from  his  farm  to  the  County 
Agent,  and  it  is  sent  to  the  College  of  Agriculture  at  The  Pennsylvania  State  Univer- 
sity, where  the  soil  is  analyzed.  The  farmer  gets  a  report  which  tells  him  if  he  needs 
additional  fertilizers.  A  slight  charge  is  made  for  this  service. 

Lancaster  Countv  has  the  largest  number  of  farms,  a  total  of  7,210.  The  county  that 
has  the  smallest  number  is  Philadelphia  with  60,  most  of  them  being  vegetable  farms.
